Tli.e e.stimatfd cost for the 
program is nboiUt .81,000 in¬ 
cluding tfhe vehicle. Funds 
will be used from the fire 
department budget. 

It is-'stressed by fire d'C- 
partment officials that the 
program will nr>t replace the 
police department’s respon¬ 
sibility to respond to emer¬ 
gency calls. 

Until Feb. 26, when the 
emergency imit wa.s activ.-xt- 
ed, a police officer wti.s 
loutinolv dispatched to the 
scene of any injury. Upon 
arrival the officer vvciuld 
evaluate the injury and call 
for an EMT if necessary. 
Under that system many 
times valuable time was 
lost. 

The new emergency unit is 
designed to work with, police 
otficei-s in rendering aid to 
inture.d' persons as quickly 
and efficiently as passible. 
In tliis way the community 
will be served by a lire de¬ 
partment medical unit as 
aic the cities of Pasadena, 
Monrovia and Arcadia.

I-os AngeJes County As¬ 
sessor Pliilip E. Watson an¬ 
nounced that 1974 Hoine- 
ownor’s and Veteran’s Ex¬ 
emption claim forms are 
now being mailed to all eli¬ 
gible recipients. 

Watson pointed out that 
all those who q.ualify and 
file for the Homeowner’s 
Exemption will receive a re¬ 
duction of approximately 
.'1200 or more on their 1974 
property tax bill. 

To be eligible for the 
Homeowner’s Exemption, a 
per.son must have owned 
and lived in his or her resi¬ 
dence on the March 1, 1974 
lien date. An exemption can 
only be claimed' on a per- 
•son’s principal place of resi¬ 
dence even though several 
properties may be owned. 

The As.se.ssor stressed that 
claims must bo filed every 
.vear by the April 1.5 dead¬ 
line in order to receive the 
exemption benefit. 

All who qualified for the 
.$1750 Homeowner’s Exemp¬ 
tion or the $1000 Veteran’s 
Exemption last year, .should 
be receiving a maohine- 
printed form to be filled out 
a.n.d' returned by the appli¬ 
cant. 

More than a million 
claims were scheduled for 
mailing between Feb. 26 and 
March 3, but anyone who 
does not receive a form in 
I he mail by March 15 
sould pick one up in Room 


225 of the downtown Hall ol 
Administration, ,500 West 
Temple Street, or at any of 
the Assessor’s regional of- 
cises. 

Watson pointed out tliat 
persons who own and live 
in their apartment building, 
condominium, or cooperative 
housing .development are 
also eligible for the Home- 
owner’s Exemption benefit. 

“In the hist days of 1972, 
Governor Reagan signed 
Senate Bill 90 which man¬ 
dated an Increase in the 
Homeowner’s Exem p t i o n 
from $7,50 to $1750 of as- 
scissed value. This law al.so 
made owner-occupants of all 
apartment dwellings as well 
as condominium and cooper¬ 
ative hou.sing owners eli¬ 
gible for the Homeowner’s 
Exemption,’’ 

The Assc.ssor also urged 
all eligible veterans to file 
ihe $1750 Homeowner’s claim 
on their prinicpal place of 
residence because it is great¬ 
er than the ,$1000 Veteran’s 
Exemption. The Veteran’s' 
Exemption can then 'he ap¬ 
plied to any other property 
they may own. 

Watson reminded .senior 
citizen.s that filing the Ironie- 
nwner’s or Veteran’s Exemp¬ 
tion does not interfere with 
any property tax relief they 
may receive from the State 
Franchise Tax Board.

Local Man On 
Highjacked 
British Jet 

A 22-year-old Ha.st 1 n g s 
Ranch man was among tlie 
92 passengers abo a r d a 
British airliner highjacked 
and set on fire March 3 by 
two men described as Arab 
guerrillias. 

Joe Gifford, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Gifford, 3060 
Landfair, Pasadena, was re- 
iea.sed with fellow passen¬ 
gers and the plane’s 10 
crewmen minutes before the 
plane was set ablaze. The 
terrorists u.sed whisky, per¬ 
fume and plastic oxplosive.s 
to set the fire, airl i n e 
spokesmen reported. 

The plane, eiiroute from 
Bombay to London, was al¬ 
lowed to land at Amster- 
dam’.s SSchipliol airport on 
order from the highjackers. 

Mary Kay Gifford, Sierra 
Madre City employee said 
that it wasn’t until receiving 
a phone call from a Dutch 
airline representative tliat 
she knsw her son was safe.^ 

Armed with guns and' 
hand grenades, the Arabs 
look control of the plane 
shortly after takeoff from 
Beirut, its only scheduled 
slopover before touchdown 
in London. 

Gifford is on the last log 
of a year’s hitch-hiking trip 
around the world. 

‘‘During the whole high¬ 
jacking, one shot was fired 
early after the highjacking 
started,” United Pre.ss Inter¬ 
national quoted G'fford as 
saying. “But the gunmen ap¬ 
parently did not aim at any¬ 
body, just shot toward the 
groiund to .scare us into sub¬ 
mission,” he told UPI. 

iHis camera and passport 
were the only things not 
destroyed in the blaze, Gif¬ 
ford said. He reportedly took 
several pictures of the high¬ 
jackers before their arrest 
near the burning plane. 

British Airways paid for a 
phone call Sunday night in 
which Gifford told his par¬ 
ents that he was unhurt.

(J.—I lost my inb and I 
know 1 am not g'^itig tc be 
able to keep up the pay¬ 
ments on this car. Would I 
be best off lo take it back to 
them, or should I just let 
them reposse.s3 it? 

A.—If you do either, don’t 
think your troubles arc over. 
When an automobile Is re¬ 
turned or repossessed’, the 
original purchaser is still 
bound by his contract. In 
other words, you still owe 
the dealer money. 

This is how’ it works. When 
a dealer repossesses a car, 
ihe can resell it after giving 
the original purchaser ten 
days notice. During fh,e ten 
days, you can get the car 
back by paying off the en¬ 
tire balance.' 

Otherwise, the dealer can 
.sell the car at an auction, 
sometimes getting a much 
lower price than the amount 
remaining on your contract. 
You are reqiUired to pay the 
difference between the re¬ 
sale price and the balance 
on ycur contract, plus the 
dealer’s costs of repossessing, 
icconditioning and reselling 


the car. 

Q .—We got a letter from 
a firm who said our son 
may be a good prospect for 
television commercial acting 
or for modelling. Our son 
happens to be unusually 
cute, but we don’t know' 
where this company heard of 
him. We are a little suspi¬ 
cious because the company 
wants us to pay $100 in ad¬ 
vance for their services.

He 
iiLStalls an.d' chocks equip¬ 
ment in-iido customers’ resi¬ 
dences, whore ho also tries 
to servo as a goodwill am¬ 
bassador for General Tel. He 
goes into attics and under 


houses to install wires. And 
ho climbs poles to work on 
outside facilities and run 
drop lines. 

The job, at times, can be 
hazardous. .Safety i.s a way 
of life with Franco, w.ho 
check his equipment regu¬ 
larly and contends that an 
installer - repairman must 
learn tc be patient with his 
work. 

"A guy Ln a hurry i.s more 
likely to make a mistake 
than one who takes the time- 
to see to all eletails,” he 
.says. 

There are unexpected haz¬ 
ards too. Franco recalls an 
angry rooster who refinscd to 
let him crawl under the 
house. And ho can recount 
numerous instances of find¬ 
ing a cat or a duck up a 
utility pole, "protecting it.” 

But his nio.st vivid memory 
along the.se lines is the time 
he started down a pole in 
the middle of a field, where 
ho ha.d' run a drop line to 
hook up a tedephone in a 
livestock shed. 

“I accidentally looked 
down — you know, i hate 
to look down — and saw 
thi.s monstrous bull giving 
me the ‘death stare,” he re¬ 
calls.
